Marked Tree, Ark., Feb. 24.—Six 
persons were killed, more than a 
score were injured, and practically 
every building in the town of Fisher 
was wrecked by a tornado according 
to meager advices received here. 
Wire communication with the devastat 
ed district is destroyed and the only 
information received was by messen­ 
ger, who stated that in the town of 
Fisher but two buildings are standing, 
while the damage In the sourrounding 
country is also great. The dead are: 
T. S. Bass, Wade Freeze, Mrs. Stone 
and two unidentified men and a child. 
Because of the flooded condition of 
the intervening territory a relief party 
which started from Marked Tree was 
forced to abandon the effort for the 
day. Many of the dead and injured, 
It is stated, are Buried beneath the 
wreckage of the demolished buildings.

Senate 
Passes 
Bill 
Affecting 
Dis­ 
charged Colored Troops. 
Washington, Feb. 24.—The president 
Is authorized to appoint a court of in­ 
quiry to determine the qualifications 
for re-enlistment of dischargefl negro 
soldiers of the Twenty-fifth infantry 
regiment, who were accused of shoot­ 
ing up Brownsville, Tex., on the night 
of Aug. 13-14, 1906. The Aldrich bill 
for this purpose was passed by a party 
vote of 56 to 2$, except that Senator 
Teller voted with the Republicans for 
the passage of the bill. The bill is 
a compromise measure approved by 
President Roosevelt, Senator Foraker 
and ail of ihe Republican members of 
the committee on military affairs. The 
court of inquiry will act as a board to 
consider applications for re-enlist­ 
ment and recommend the restoration 
to duty of such soldiers who are not 
found guilty of complicity in the af­ 
fray.The senate also passed the fortifica­ 
tion bill, with appropriations aggre­ 
gating $8,320,111, and the diplomatic 
and consular appropriation bill, car­ 
rying $3,646,386. 


President to Attend f-unerai. 
Washington, Feb. 24.—The presi­ 
dent, Mrs. Roosevelt, their son Ker- 
mit, Mrs. Nicholas Long worth, Rear 
Admiral and Mrs. W. S. Cowles and 
Secretary Loeb will attend the funeral 
services in New York today of the 
president’s nephew, Stewart Douglas 
Robinson, who was killed Saturday 
night by falling from a window in his 
dormitory at Harvard college. 


Madison, Wis.. Feb 24.—State Sena­ 
tor John J . Blaine was the -star wit­ 
ness before the legislative committee 
investigating the senatorial primary- 
Mr. Blaine is the man who made the 
sensational charges of alleged corrup­ 
tion against United States Senator 
Isaac Stephenson in the senatorial 
campaign. The examination of Mr. 
Blaine was practically confined to the 
first of the sixteen specific charges of 
alleged corruption. The first of these 
charged that United States Senate* 
Stephenson spent $106,000 and ap­ 
proximately $250,000 during the cam­ 
paign 
The information as to the first 
named amount. Mr. Blaine said, he 
received from State Chairman E. A. 
Edmonds. As to the $250,000, he said 
he figured the booming which Sena­ 
tor Stephenson received through his 
Milwaukee newspaper swelled the 
amount to the higher figure. Mr. 
Blaine figured out that the circulation 
of Stephenson’s paper containing at­ 
tacks upon former Assemblyman H. 
L. Ekern in Ekern’s district he consid­ 
ered as corruption.

PROMISES 
KIND OF WHEAT. 


Canadian Farmer Has a Prolific V a­ 
riety W ith Six Rowed Heads. 
R. J. Taylor, who lives a few miles 
north of Carlyle, Saskatchewan, Can­ 
ada, is in possession of forty pounds 
of a new kind of wheat which he hopes 
will Increase greatly the yield of the 
west, says a Winnipeg dispatch. The 
striking feature of this new variety is 
that It grows on tile head in six rows 
instead of the usual two. 
Two years* ago Mr. Taylor, while 
cutting his wheat, noticed a six rowed 
head and saved It. planting the seed 
in the spring and getting ninety-four 
heads. 
These ninety-four heads he 
sowed last spring and now has forty 
pounds of the seed, enough to sow 
about fifteen acres. Mr. Taylor claims 
that this wheat yields sixty and more 
bushels to the acre, so this fall he ex 
pects to have at least 1,000 bushels 
from his forty pounds. 
This wheat 
grades No. 2 Northern and is said to 
be less susceptible to frost than any 
of the varieties now grown in western 
Canada.

If you never stop out late at night, 
receive very fe befriends and fee her 
L avily at Christmas, the concierge 
will consider you as a “good tenant" 
until you give notice to leave, when 
her interest in you suddenly vanishes. 
As there is nothing more to be ex­ 
pected from you and the incoming ten­ 
ant Is obliged to give a substantial tip, 
called a “denier a Dieu,” she is anx­ 
ious to “speed the parting guest" as 
much as possible. 
The concierge does sometimes make 
a final effort to extract something more 
from you by attempting to make you 
pay a franc for every nail knocked in 
the walls of your flat, but this bas been 
decided to be illegal and may be safely 
resisted.

Even with these precau- j 
tlons a simultaneous explosion of the 
entire mass may occur, so that it is j 
The 
row of cartridges should be laid paral­ 
lel with the wind and ignited at the 
leeward end so that the flame will be 
driven awnj from t lie mass. 
Frozen dynamite should be handled 
with special care, as its combustion is 
peculiarly liable to assume an* explo­ 
sive character. 
A small quantity of 
dynamite may be destroyed by throw­ 
ing it in very small bits into an open 
tiro, or the cartridges may be exploded 
one by one in the open air with fuses 
and caps. 
Dynamite should never be thrown 
into water, as the nitroglycerin which 
it contains remains uudlssolved and 
capable of doing mischief. 
Other ex­ 
plosives which contain nitroglycerin 
should be treated in the some way as 
dynamite. 
Ammonium nitrate explosives may 
be thrown in small fragments into an 
open fire or if they do not contain ni­ 
troglycerin may be destroyed by means 
of water.

Way to Destroy Gunpowder and 
Nitroglycerin. 
The best way to destroy ordinary 
black gunpowder Is to throw It Into a 
stream under conditions that prevent 
any harm coming to human beings or 
animals through the dissolving of the 
saltpeter, 
lf no suitable stream is 
available, the gunpowder may be stir­ 
red with w’ater In tubs, or the dry gun­ 
powder may be poured out on the 
ground in a long thin line and ignited 
with a fuse at one end. 
To destroy dynamite cartridges the 
paper wrappings should be carefully 
removed, the bare cartridges laid in a 
row with their ends in contact and the 
first cartridge ignited with a fuse with­ 
out a cap. Even with these precau­ 
tions a simultaneous explosion of the 
entire mass may occur, so that it is 
wise to retire to a safe distance. The 
row' of cartridges should be laid paral­ 
lel with the wind and ignited at the 
leeward enc* so that the flame will be 
driven aw*ay from the mass. 
Frozen dynamite should be handled 
with special care, as Its combustion is 
peculiarly liable to assume an* explo­ 
sive character. 
A small quantity bf 
dynamite may be destroyed by throw- 
Ing it In very small bits into an open 
fire, or the cartridges may be exploded 
one by one in the open air with fuses 
and caps. 
Dynamite should never be thrown 
into w’ater, as the nitroglycerin w’hicb 
it contains remains undissolved and 
capable of doing mischief. 
Other ex­ 
plosives which contain nitroglycerin 
should be treated in the same way as 
dynamite. 
Ammonium nitrate explosives may 
be thrown in small fragments into an 
open fire or lf they do not contain ni­ 
troglycerin may be destroyed by means 
of water. Explosive caps should be ex­ 
ploded singly with pieces of fuse.—Sci­ 
entific American.

A Lazy, Happy-go-lucky People In a 
Bankrupt Republic. 
The Infusion of Spanish blood and 
customs into the G uarani has produced 
a people w ith the faults and good qual­ 
ities of both in about equal parts.

with strongly 
marked 
Indian 
features, 
essentially 
gentle when unrestrained or not un­ 
duly excited, careless of the morrow, 
poor and honest, hospitable and gen­ 
erous, indolent and uncultured, strong­ 
ly Catholic in theory, but generally lax 
in religious perform ances as to dog­ 
mas—this is a rough sketch of the na­ 
tive people of Paraguay.

aristocratic families,

But in general the people min­ 
gle readily. 
In the early morning In the streets 
of Asuncion the women gather in their 
long white dresses k n d barefooted to 
sell their wares. The younger women, 
Judged by our standard, are beautiful 
and from carrying baskets and w ater 
jars on their heads have attained an 
erect and graceful carriage which our 
young women could well im itate.

sides, when they iaugh they show two 
rows of pearls, and their speech in 
soft G uarani patois is w orth going far 
to hear. 
W hen you see Asuncion you see P ar­ 
aguay, for it is the most advanced 
city in the republic. 
Its streets are 
poorly paved, It has mule cars which 
run at long Intervals and low speed, 
and the hotel accommodations are not 
exceptional, but there is a kind of lazy, 
happy-go-lucky gayety about the city 
th at represents the national feeling. 
Paraguay Is hard up—yes, alm ost stone 
broke. 
Tile currency is paper and the 
value so small that for a hundred dol­ 
lars one receives a basketful of ragged 
stuff, printed in Germany, to represent 
some nebulous indebtedness of the re­ 
public. 
Gold does not stay long In 
Paraguay, nor does It often enter the 
country.—Van Norden Magazine.

How the Grand Duke Flew Into a 
Frenzy of Rage at the Czar. 
Grand 
Duke 
Vladimir 
Alexandro- 
viteli, who recently died in St. Peters­ 
burg, was the oldest uncle of the pres­ 
ent czar. 
He was born in St. Peters­ 
burg April IO, 1847. 
Ile was at one 
tim e commander in chief of the Rus­ 
sian arm y at St. Petersburg, and w'hen 
on Jan. 22. 1905, otherw ise kuow’n as 
“bloody Sunday,” the strikers of St. 
Petersburg undertook to present to the 
czar a petition for the redress of their 
wrongs, instead of m eeting the czar, 
they had to deal with G rand Duke 
Vladimir. The dispatches from St. Pe­ 
tersburg at that time intim ated that 
he w’as responsible for the shooting 
down of 500 or more of the rioters. 
Grand Duke Vladimir lived in almost 
constant fear of assassination, and 
since the events of “bloody Sunday” 
various plots against bim have been 
discovered. 
If all reports out of St. Petersburg 
are not false, Vladimir never hesitated 
to tell the czar be lacked the backbone 
necessary to a Romanoff. 
Indeed, it 
w’as reported th at at a council when 
the czar favored Increasing the pay of 
mail and telegraph employees who had 
struck Vladimir flew Into a frenzy of 
rage. 
Seizing the czar by the shoulder, bis 
uncle shouted: 
“No concessions! 
No concessions! 
You will destroy us all!” 
Then he thrust from him his sover­ 
eign with such violence that the czar 
fell.
